Five fascist bombig planes en- 
gaged in a sortie over the capi- 
tal, dropped a few small bombs 
on Barajas airport and did slight 
damage. The insurgent ships were 
driven away by government anti- 
aircraft 
guns.

Deal litigation awaiting a final 
decision. 


In a brief announcement, the 


tribunal agreed to pass on chal- 
lenges of the legislation filed by 
the Associated Press and by the 
Washington, Virginia and Mary- 
land Coach Company. 
The act was sustained by lower 


courts in both controversies. 
The statute guarantees collect- 


ive bargaining to labor and sets 
up a national labor relations board 
to settle Industrial disputes. 


In acting on approximately 30 
appeals, the court also refused to 
speed up a final ruling on a petl» 
tion by Illinois communists to 
compel state officials to place the 
names of the communist candi- 
dates for president and vice pres- 
ident on the ballot for the Novem- 
ber 3 election.' 


Seven cases involving New Deal 
legislation already wore under re- 
view by the court. No decision of 
any of these disputes is likely be- 
fore December or January. 
Arguments on validity of the 
Wagner act will be heard In a few- 
weeks, followed by a final decis- 
ion. 
The court adjourned until 
November 9. 
Justice Stone, who has been 


confined to his bed for several 
days with an intestinal ailment, 
was absent from the brief session. 
His aides said he expected to be

Once Train Butcher. 
It was a career that took him 
from 
train butcher 
and 
$40-a- 
month car checker to success in 
the automotive industry and the 
i 
distinction 
of being one of the 
wealthiest 
men in the 
United 
•tates senate. 
It frequently was said that Mr. 
Couzens was one of the several 
millionaires created by the Ford 
. Motor Company; that he put $2, 
* 500 into the company and took 
out $30,000,000. 
The statements 
are not exactly correct. It would 
be more .nearly ..correct to say 
that Couzens was one of the cre- 
ators Of the Ford Motor Company, 
for certainly he put more than his 
money into the company when he 
Joined hands with Henry Ford 
and a few others in 1903 to or- 
ganize what was destined to be- 
come an industrial colossus. 
Testifying in the greatest in- 
come tax suit the government ever 
Instituted—a suit to enforce col- 
lection of $30,851,659.52 from Couz- 
ens and other

stockholders of the Ford Motor 
Company—an early associate de- 
clared: "It was due to his efforts

Couzens testified in return.

He added that Charles A. Miller 
then chairman of the R. F. C., 
Mad said that the Union Guardian 
group proposed to use assets of 
its stronger units to bolster the 
others.

Dream 'Realized. 
The success that came to Mr 


Couzens with the prosperity of the 
Ford 
Motor 
Company 
brough 
with it realization of a dream tha 
long had been close to his heart— 
a desire to help the cause am 
welfare of unfortunate children 
A long list of charitable benefac 
tlons, mainly in behalf of children 
was climaxed in April, 1929. when 
Mr. Couzens established 
a $10, 


000,000 trust fund which, with its 
income, estimated to amount to 
$7,500,000 additional, was to 
b> 
spent in full within 25 years to 
promote the health and happiness 
of the children of Michigan an( 
elsewhere. 
The gift brought his 
total benefactions up to approx 
imately $20,000,000. 
In some quarters it was said 
the senator 
In announcing 
the 


gift was fulfilling a promise he 
made that if his fight against the 
additional tax assessment was sue 
cessful he would give the entire 
amount to charity 
Had he los 


in the suit, Mr .Couzens would

With all the pent-up fury 


of seven lean years with- 
out a decision over the Na- 
varro countians, a slashing, 
driving, blocking and charg- 
ing Waco Tiger clan smoth- 
ered their ancient and most 
bitter rivals—Corsicana—on 
he mud and rain-soaked Waco 
municipal stadium Friday night, 
S9-0, before 3,500 chilled and wet 
ans. 
It was one of the most 
welcome and most decisive vic- 
ories a Waco contingent hasturn- 
•d in over a major rival in years. 
Gathering 
momentum 
as 
the 
game 
progressed, 
the 
bruising, 


battering 
and fighting Wacoans 
never gave up their relestless at- 
tack—when 
the 
regulars 
were 


called to the sidelines by Coach 
Paul Tyson, the new men carried 
on in convincing 
fashion. 
Following the game, the Wa- 


coans staged a big parade and 
downpour of rain, and thousands 
of Wacoans today were berating 
themselves for 
not taking the 
soaking to witness the spectacle 
hey had longed to sec—a decisive 
drubbing of the Corsicana contin- 
'ent. 
Corsicana 
won the 
toss and 
elected to defend the north goal 
with the winds to her back, but 
that was all Corsicana won for 
the night. 


Great Waco Line. 
That Inspired Waco line smoth- 
ered the forwards 
of Cbrsicana, 


charged through to smack Corsi- 
cana offensive plays in their in- 
ception, ran over the 
Corsicana 
line to block punts, and numer- 
ous times leveled the entire for- 
ward wall from end to end with 
a blasting, blocking exhibition. 
Corsicana could scarcely get to 


the line of scrimmage—could not 
pass, punt or run. 
Waco rolled 


up IS first downs to three, chalk- 
ed up 283 yards from scrimmage 
to 25 for Corsicana. 
The three 


first downs made by 
Corsicana 
came as the result of a penalty, 
a 10-yard pass and one on run- 
ning plays. Two of the Corsicana 
first downs were made in the 
first period and the one on a 
penalty came in the second half. 


Touchdown Parade. 
Waco scored at least one touch 
down in each quarter 
and was 


forced to punt only on two occa- 
sions. The nearest Corsicana goc 
to the Waco line was to the 47- 
yard stripe, so 
potent, 
well-knit 
and effective was 
the 
defense 


flashed by the Wacoans. 


On the offensive, Waco relied 
on a running attack, 
shattering 


the line and circling the ends. 
The right side of the Corsicana 
line was more powerful that was 
the left, but after the game had 
progressed into the second half, 
the Junglebeasts could carry th» 
ball at most any point they d • 
sired. 


;Tom Sawyer, substitute lineman 


for Corsicana, was the most ef- 
fective 
on defense. 
breaking 
through to smother Waco forma- 
tions for losses on several occa- 
sions.

Waco Scored Early. 
Soon after the game got under 
way, the Wacoans struck sudden- 
ly when Pyle blocked a punt and 
it was recovered on the Corsicana 
8-yard line. Dickson rammed the 
line for four yards, and on the 
next play smashed over for the 
touchdown. 
The point was miss- 


ed. 
Not content with the first 
marker, and 
apparently sensing 


the victory was in the bag. the 
Waco contingent moved to anoth- 
er marker during the first quarter 
to put the game on Ice.

ple in a national calamity.

to the re- 


vival of Mr. Roosevelt's. The 
value of listed stocks on 
the New York Stock Ex- 
change alone has gone up 
some $35,000,000,000 since 
the inauguration of 
Presi- 


dent 
Roosevelt. 
Governor 


Paul McNutt of Indiana re- 
cently suggested that stock 
market investors could pay 
off the entire national debt 
with 
profits 
made 
since 


President Hoover 
left the 


White House. Of course, it 
is not expected that they 
will do so. But, without loss 
to themselves, they 
could 


•stop the calamity 
howling 


about the public debt. The 
war against the depression 
has been won at relatively 
moderate cost. The nation 
has emerged from one of 
th gravest crises in its his- 
tory solvent and sound in 
credit. The public debt will 
be paid. 
And, as Presi- 


dent Roosevelt said in Pitts- 
burgh, it "is not going to be 
paid by oppressive taxation 
on future generations. It is 
not going to be paid by tak- 
ing away the hard-won sav- 
ings of the present gener- 
ation. It is going to be paid 
out of an increased national 
income and increased indi- 
vidual income by increasing 
national prosperity."

Will Durant, philosopher, 


writer and author of The 
Story 
of Philosophy, 
de- 


clared in a letter to New 
York newspapers last week 
that the record of Presi- 
dent 
Roosevelt's 
achieve- 


ments fairly entitles him to 
re-election and that he was 
confident 
the 
American 


people would 
not 
show 


themselves unworthy of his 
devotion. 


Asserting that the Presi- 


dent has won a measure of 
success considerably beyond 
any that students sobered 
by 
history 
would 
have 


dared to expect, 
he held 


himself "bound not only to 
vote for Mr. Roosevelt, but 
to offer him this 
public 


mite of acknowledgement 
and gratitude.0 


Recalling the plight of 


farmers four years ago, he 
said: 
"The 
agricultural 


community has been lifted 
from destitution to prosper- 
ity, and by its renewed pur- 
chasing power has helped 
to bring about the amazing 
recovery of industry. 


"Our banks, though pre- 


cariously dependent on the 
value of government bonds, 
have been rescued from in- 
solvency 
and

trust by Federal insurance 
on bank deposits and an 
apparently wise regulation.

"Our working men have

manufacturers 


and the bankers of Amer- 
ica. 


"The Department of State 


has been administered with 
patient tact and ability by 
Secretary Hull and his de- 
parture 
from that 
office 


would be a blow to the re-

commerce and 


sanity 
throughout 
t h e 
world. 


"Above all, in the midst 


of chaos and incipient vio- 
lence at home, and with dic- 
tatorship 
and 
intolerance 


multiplying abroad, those 
civil liberties which are the 
very life blood of our civili- 
zation have been bravely 
preserved and 
our demo- 


cratic government has ad- 
mirably stood the test of a 
crisis as profound as war. 


"When all these 
results 


are taken together, they in- 
dicate that the policies of 
the President, though frank- 
y experimental, have not 
been haphazard 
or 
unre- 


lated, but have formed 
a 


concerted attack upon the 
problem of poverty and the 
tragic cycle of exploitation 
and revolution/'
